GEVUUGIA ANTISULTFIES. 


The Stone Graves +f Georgia and 
Their Conteats—--Lecture by Hou 
Unharles C. Jones, Jr. 

Last evening a well attended meeting of 
the Long Island Historical Society was heid 
at their rooms, on Court street, when Hon. 
Oharies C. Jones, Jr, formeriy of Georgia, 
but now a resident of this city, read a paper 
descriptive of the stone gravee and their con- 
tents in Nacouchee Valley ficorgia. He also 
described the diiference between the graves 
foind in that locality and those in Tennessee 
and Illinois, and at the same time referred to 
the use of copper implemen among the 
Southern Indians, and ie source from which 
the metal was probably obtained. 

During the evening Mr. Jones exhibited a 

number of articles which lad been taken from 

the graves. 

After being introduced to the Society by J. 
Carson Brevuort, Eeq., Mr. Jones said: | 
the upper part of the Nacoochee Valicy there 
is @ prominent earth mound which has long 
formed a marked feature of the landscape. 
It is elliptical in shape, and its base diameters 
are 150 and 100 feet, while iw apex diameters 
do not fail short of OO feet. ‘lhe traditions 
of that country have not preserved any memo- 
ties of the people by whom the mound was 
erected 

TOLREE GRAVES. 

Last summer, a Mr, Nichols, while plough- 
iny, discovered a number of large stone slabs, 
which he set about removing, and during the 
progress of the work he unearthed three 
raves. They were seven fect long, three 
eet wide, and a little more that two anda 
half feet deep. The sides were slabs of slate 
set up on end, and the best of the graves was 
composed of oval-shaped boulders. But one 
grave—that in the center—was covered with 
flat slabs of stone. in the same grave—the 
central one—was a male skeleton measuring 
more than six feet in length, while in the 
other graves was a large number of bones, 
from which it seemed hupossible to Construct 
acdistincs and complete skeleton. When re- 
moved to the air most of the bones crumbled 
to dust. Those were the first stone graves 
discovered within the limits of the State of 
Georgia, although almost every section of the 
State is remarkable for earth mounds or tu. 
muli, and although it had long been conti- 
dently believed that the stone ve-makers 
of Tennessee and Llinois might have crossed 
over into Georgia, the fact was never posi- 
lively established until Mr. Haywood found 
such graves in Tennesece pot far from the 
boundary line of the State of Georgia. Such 
graves

were generally found to be in straight rows, 

and were never placed one above another. 

In 1819 Mr. Say found a large number of 

stone graves, which ranged in length from 

three to six feet, and the bones which they 
contained appeared to have been placed there 
after having been detached from the flesh. 

In many of the graves specimens of pottery 

were also discovered. Stone graves had also 

wen found in Missouri, and as late as 1645 a 

large number of them were opened in Lili- 

nois, The general construction was found to 

be coflin-like, and they varied in length from 
one and @ bhaif to seven feet, and no order ap- 
peared to have been observed in their dispo- 
sition. Indian cometerics were very fre 
quently found in Llinois; the graves were 
generally formed of slabs of limeswne, loose- 
ly put together, andjthey varied in length ac- 
cording to the size of the a They 
were generally foand ranged in rows con- 
tiguous to each other, but no fixed rule ap- 
peared to have been observed in the location 
of the grave with reference to the points of 
the com When one of the graves was 
opened it was found to contain « skeleton, 
ami not gnly the grave, but the skull and the 
holés In the bones were all filled with earth. 
It is a weil cvtublisked fact that the Indians 
who lived in that locality, were generally 
buried in stone graves, sad Dr. Schumaker 
disinterred one of the skeletons only a few 
years ago. Very recently extensive investi- 
ations had been conducted by Professor 

Toles in the Cumberland Valicy, the regult.of 

which had veep laid before the Smithsonian 

Society, and it ie expected that they will 

shortly be communicated to the world by 

that body. As a génemal rule the graves were 
coffin shapek, although some were square and 
others paraliclogram shape. Many of them 
were eight fect im lengta, by two feet in 
width, ‘bose were the iargest, and as a rule, 
contained but one skeleton, while in the 

Bqhare graves two skulle were sometime 

found, while very often they to 

have been used as common receptacies of 
boves. 

Every valley in Tennessee also teems with 
stone graves, and from them Dr. Jones ob- 
tained numereus specimens of the articles 
used by those who made them, and it is be 
lieved that investigation will prove that stone 
graves are located in aij the valicys in Geor- 


ga, 
AN INDIAN CUSTOM. 


The custom of accumulating bones was 
common among more than one of the Indian

{they setlonger, much will be saved in that 
particular, Aull if the members of the nezt 
legidature, when they meet, will announce, 
in advance, that they will give the Secretary 
of the Benate only $870, and the Clerk of 
the House $100 per 7 of which they 
are to pay their own Clerks, And ifa major- 
ity of the members in each Mouse, will agree 
to simply vote for candidates for Secretaries

Agricultural System of 
he @reat American De- 
» @abbage-General Kena 
he Country-Central City— 

M. i. Kimball—Town of idaho. 

CENTRAL City, COLORADO, } 
November 12, 1870. 5 

Editor Constitution: After spending a day 
or two in studying the curious city of Denver, 
and the peculiar agricultural system of Col- 
orada, which is more fully developed there 
than any other portion of the Territory, I 
left Denver for this city. There is quite a 
contrast between this place and Denver City 
The latter is upon the plains, twelve miles 
from the base of the Rocky Mountain, and is 
perfectly level. The streets are wide, and 
the buildings are, many of thein, substantia; 
~about as ood aa those of Atlanta. 

The population is about six thousand and 
inoatly western, there being only a small pro- 
portion of New Englanders. There are very 
few negroes to be sech there—more Chinese 
than negroes, The City is situated upon the 
south fork of the Platte river, and its altitude 
ls about five thousand three hundred feet. 
Situated, as it is, upon the Plains, there is not 
a native tree or shrab growing in the city, 
though every sidewalk now has a double row 
of shacle trees, which have been planted with- 
in two years past. Lam told that two or 
three hundred thousand shade trees have 
been planted in Denver within the last few 
years. The lands around Denver are very 
iine, and sell at from one hundred dollar. 
down to ten dollars per acre—owing to sur- 
roundings, Corn grows well here, as much 
as three hundred bushels having been raised 
here on one acre. Wheat, bariy, rye, and 
oats, grow ag well bere as anywhere in the 
world. The wheat crop of the Territory this 
year waa very fine, and averaged about thirty- 
seven bushels per acre, which is a — aver- 
age than - of the States. All the farms 
here are cultivated on the irrigation system 
as it never rains in this country. 

The digches here, for irrigation, traverse 
the wholé farming country, and closely re- 
semble the horizontal ditches of our country 
for carrying off the water. The main ditches 
come from the base of the Rocky Mountains, 
and are o twenty miles long, and some- 
times fifty. “These main ditches are joint 
stock property. Farmers here are not de- 
pendent on rains, and have no failures in 
crops from drought. Nature fills the moun- 
tains with snow during the winter, which 
melts as the season advances, and furnishes 
water during suminer for irrigation, They 
generally have to let on the water four or five 
times during the season. All kinds of voge- 
tables do well around Denver. I stepped into 
a provision store there and asked the clerk to 
weigh two average cabbage heads for me, and 
they weighed twenty-two and twenty-seven 
pounds. At the Agricultural Fair there last 
month, there war a cabbage — exhibi- 
tion weigh tylino pounda, ou haye 
an old Sod Atle by you th Fears old, 
and will refer to it, you will see all this 
rich tura) country is put down as the 
“Great American Desert.” Without irriga- 
tion it will forever have remained a desert, 
bat under that sysiem of 4 eget the 
“Great American Desert” is becoming 
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rack appear, but such is mot the case, as the 
spruce continues up to where vegetation 


ceases. 

The mountains bere abound with all kinds 
of*wild animals, though the thousands of 
miners, who have been gradually encroach- 
ing upon their wild haunts, have caused them 
to recede somewhat. This is the home of 
the grizzly bear, th he ia not so much 
feared as the “ Rocky Mlountain Lion.” The 
latter animal I had the good luck to see, after 
some hunters had rendered him harmless. 
Lic resembles more an over-grown penther, 
but does bear consi: * resemblance to the 
lioness of Kastern countrie. He sitacks 

yeople much oftener than does the grizzly 
nT. 

Leaving the gencral featares of this country 
I will write a little about Central City. This 
place is in the heart of the mining operations, 
and is centrally located betweon Hawk 
City and Nevada City, hence ite name. It 
has three or four thousand inhabitants, and is 
quite a business place, It has three Banke, 
either one of which does a greater business 
than all the Banks of Atlanta. It has one 
daily newspaper, churches of al) denomina- 
tions, and a public school ahead of anything 
in Atanta. The school building has jos 
been completed, and must have cost thirt 
thousand dollars. (When I see fine Schools 
and School edifices everywhere 1 go, even in 
the Rocky Mountain, t feel ashamed of At- 
lanta’s want of enterprize in regard to educs- 
tion.) The Hotels at this place are very in- 
ferior, oud travellers push on, either to Ida- 
ho or Georgetown, where they have lees busi- 
ness but better Hotels. The streets are very 
narrow, and while the houses on one side, run 
back into the Mountain, those on the other 
side are over a ravine. The whole face of the 
earth, sometimes under the streets and houses, 
is perforated by the shafts and pita, dug by 
the miners. Many of the mines are worked 
night and day, four and five hundred feet un- 
der ground, I didn't go very far under 
ground, aa “under-gronnd work” ia no nov- 
eltyto me. In passing one of the finest quartz 
Mills in all this rezion, I asked “ who built 
this?” aud the answer disclosed tome that H. 
I. Kimball was known all the way to.the 
tecky Mountains for the answer was “IL I 
Kimball built those Mille.” 

In passing the most beautiful residence in 
Central City, I asked who built that, and the 
reply was, “11.1. Kimball” When riding 
over a beautiful mountain road between the 
City of Idaho and Central City, about six 
miles from the latter, on Fall River, I in- 
quired who built this pike road, and the re- 
sponse was “Ii. L Kimball.” In passing 6 
beautiful church and inquiring after it, I 
found it too was built by and through the 
efforts of “H. L Kimball.” It seemed that 
almost everything that had been done well, 
and in a manner to attract the eye of the 
traveler was done by “HH. L Kiraball,” of 
whom Gwery one inquired, upon learning | 
was a Georgian, and of whom all spoke well 

Idaho ia a little village about sig miles 
from Central City, and is destined to become 
a place of great resort, as they have there 
some Soda Springs, both hot and cold. Ww 
roing over there, the road descends tw™Mty- 
one hundred feet in a distance of four miles, 
and it is on those picces of road that the 
stage drivers always do thoir fastest driving. 
Think of a stage coach with eleven passen- 
vers in it, drawn by six high-strang and 
spirited horses, going down such mountain 
roads atafull sweeping trot. 1 was riding 
with the driver who would often be pointing 
gut objecta of interest when driyiag over 
auch roads at the rate of ten or twelv&, miles 
ner hour, and I assure you, I did nét wish 
him to turn his eyes away from his team to 
point out pretty scenes to ine, 

There is now a gteat deal of ice and snow 
in the mountaine. The first snow of the 
season was in September, and they have had 
frequent snow storms since, so that not only 
those peaks of the mountain which are per- 
netually covered, but all the main ridge is 
now well covered with snow, It is about 
forty miles from the base of the mountains, 
near Denver, to the main ridge. These in- 
mense banks of snow are now being stored 
away by a wise Providence, and may be con- 
fidently relied on by the farmer for irrigation 
mirposes, next July and August, when the 
hot summers sun, which parches the earth, 
will melt them down and bring them through 
a thousand cragged gulches into the Plains 
below. 

On Monday, I will leave here and return to 
Denrer, and go from there up into Wyoming 
Territory, where, among other curiosities, are 
to be seen female voters, female jurors, and 
female officers. 

I will reach Wyoming by the Denver and 
Pacific railway, which runs from Denver, 
Colorado, to Cheyenne, W yomity, a distance 
of one hundred and ten miles, Cheyenne is 
a station on the Union Pacific railway, about 
six hundred miles west of the Missoori river. 
If I make a safe trip in descending the 
mountains on Monday next, you nay expect 
to hear from me again soon, In Wyoming 
territory. i.

Sewlng Machines 


The number of these machines made by 
twelve principal companics during the past 
year amounted to 320,669, which, at the av- 
erage price of a first-class machine, say $75, 
aggregated total, $24,050,170. The first-class 
American sewing machine is to be found in 
all quarters of the world, and the supply 
comes principally from this city and Boston. 
There are many cheap machines which are 
sold all the way from two to twenty dollars, 
which are not counted in these figures. There 
arc also many cheap imitations of the best 
American machines manufactured in England 
and on the Continent, which are sold as of 
American make. Germany, in particular, | 
dovs a very large business of this kind, Han/ 
burg having no jess than six large faetories 
running, and finding a market principally in 
Russia, with which eauatry we have compara- 
tively little direct trade. Notwithstanding 
this competition, the machings sent fom this 
country command high prices abroad, on ac- 
count of excellence in workmanship and 
finish, and are exported in large quantities 
annually. Allof the largest manufacturers 
have agencics in the principal cities of Eu- 
rope, and receive large orders from abroad 
by nearly every steamer. The largest num- 
ber made by any one concern In a year was 
86,741. Notwithstanding the large amount 
of work which can be done by these ingeni- 
ous contrivances, which used to be done en- 
tirely by hand, there seems to be no ditninution 
of hand work in many branches of business. 
As the cost of manufacturing good sewing 
machines varies from $12 50 to $40, and the 
prices at which they are sold range from $60 
10 $550, the profits of the business are enor- 
mous.— New York Bulletin,

This has at 
last been remnoved, and there is a factory in 
‘Philadeiphia which iy running night and day 
with no other fuel. No trouble js experienced 
from tie cause above mentioned, and the fires 
have been running six months continually. 
There is po smoke from this new fuel, no gas, 
and no trouble in feeding the furnaces, the en- 
gincer acts in his own capacity and that of 
fireanan combined, ashe has ouly to turn 
stop-cock jo increase or diminish his fire. — 
Iiaving no ashes to clean out and being ena- 
bled to keep his engine room in good order at 
all tines, the emell of the burning oil is 
scarcely perceptible, This material for gen- 
erating steam is about to be tried here ona 
large scale, and if entirely satisfactory will 
prove a great saving in large factories, as pe- 
troleum only costs about ohe half as much as 
coal when used as fuel, with a very large sav- 
ing inlabor. It generates steam much more 
rapidly than coal, and is just as gafe to use, 
there being no danger of ite taking fire if man- 
aged with apdinary care. tia now thought 
that this sulgtancé can be ob ocean and 
river steamers, and, if itean, ranning steam- 
ers can be made more profitable thag now, as 
much of the room required for coal can be 
used for the purpose of stowing cargo, there-
